The Cook yearlings 
have gone through a mild case of distemper in the 
List week and none of them has been recently doing 
much fast work. Phillips originally Intended to 
leave the yoqngsters here all w’inter in Dodson’s 
care, and he will carry opt this program yet if he 
dtH'ldes within the next week or tw’o to abandon 
llis California campaigu, which he is liable to do 
as hastily as he oiniceived the idea of going to the 
far west a wtH^k ago. Cook will lKH>k In CalifcMrnla 
the coming winter and that fact may have sonie- 
thiug to do with -Phillips’ movements with the big 
stable. Two of the yearlings Dodson first took for 
Phillips turned out to be of such little promise 
that they have been shipped to Louisville and will 
Ih? broken to harness and used as driving horses. 
A colt by Ben Stroine out of Marie Shanklin, has 
worked the best of the lot, going a quarter in :23L 
He is a half brother to Copperfield and Benckart 
and was foaled the property of a local doctor. 
Phillips bought him privately. 

NEW SOIL ON OAKLAND TRACK. 

San Francisco, C-aU, October 27. — The prospects for 
the coming season of racing grow brighter with each 
sufceeding day, and it now looks as if the class of 
hors<^ will be the best since the turf war between 
the Oakland and Tranforan tracks. The entries 
close next Monday, and this will, give an additional 
line on the eastern stables that contemplate racing 
liere. All the big stables that raced here last 
season w’lll be again represented. There will be 
also many new stables, including those of Sam 
Hildreth, Enoch Wlshard, C. E. Durnell, Green B. 
Morris, S. McNaughtou, and J. T. Muir will swell 
the list of the new c'oiuers, and It looks as If 
Oakland stakes will get about 125 horses from New 
York, while the middle west should be g<x)d for loO 
more. 

Jim Grant, the new superintendent of the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club tracks, is at bis post at Oakland, 
having returned from New York last Monday. The 
Oakland track has been reclayed and appeal's to 
be in fast condition.

New Yi*rk, October 27. — There is a movement tm 
foot by the turf authorities of this state to engage 
two competent men who are familiar w'ith the most 
lR»tent strain of blood in thoroughbreds — the various’ 
families that have proved most successful as the 
progeuitors of speed, endurance, bone and substance 
— to instruct the farmers of New Y’ork state the best 
and most profitable way to breed horses. The plan 
now under consideration is to send two veterinary 
surgeons throughout the breeding districts and by 
means of illustrated lectures to show the farmers 
the best stallions to bi*eed their cold-blooded 

mares to.
